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Speeding Motorists 


Please take a few minutes to read 
this article and at the end I will ask 
you only one question. 

Whenever J attend public meet- 
ings or when just chatting to people 
in gencral one of the most common 
complaints is about speeding motor 
vehicles. . 

Did you know that if a vehicle 
travelling at 20 mph hits a child there 
is a1 in 20 chance of that child being 
killed ? If the same vehicle travels at 
30 mph then the chances of the child 
being killed are 50/50, but if travel- 
ling at 40 mph then forget it, the 
chances are that the child will die. 

Dead children are not just things you read 
about in the press, it does happen locally, and it 
CAN happen to you. I have seen dead children 
that have been killed by speeding vehicles. I have 
had to deal with the drivers responsible as well as 
the families of the deceased. 

Don't forget that the speed limits are not a 
target to aim for, they are the absolute maximum 
speed allowed when, and only when, conditions 
permit. 

The accident might not be your fault, you might 
be travelling within the lawful limit, but if you are 
travelling at 40 mph and a child runs out into the 
road and you hit them, the chances are that you 
will kill that child. - 

Slowing down just a few miles an bour greatly 
reduces the risk of you killing someone. 

If you are caught speeding you will receive 
penalty points on your driving licence, you may 
well receive a hefty fine, and it is within the court's 
powers to disqualify you from driving even if it is 
your first offence. 

With penalty points on your licence, your insur- 
ance premium will increase. 

It is not unusual for disqualified drivers to lose 
their jobs, for obvious reasons. 

If you kill someone whilst driving at a speed 
considered to be dangerous then you can be sent 
to prison for up to 10 years.

What a time of year this is, eve- 
rything growing and looking good. 
In the hedgerows, the hawthorn is 
looking and smelling truly won- 
derful, with its white flowers, green leaves and 
never forgotten smell. The coltsfoot has seeded 
and is sending its seeds to all corners with the aid 
of the wind. 

The migrants and our own birds are now nest- 
ing, whitethroats, blackcaps and the cuckoo (which 
was heard on the Lith May, in the plantation dog 
walk) blackbird, thrush... the list goes on and on. 

At the end of the Drift, near the Spinney, stands 
a copse of oak trees. If you have never seen oak 
apples before, then walk along and take a look. 
These are actually caused by the tree itself as a way 
of defending itself against the unwanted attention 
of the Gall Wasps, whose young are contained 
within the apple where they can grow and then 
emerge and repeat the process all over again (May 
29th is actually 'Oak Apple Day', when a sprig of 
oak leaves is worn), The oak is also a very,impor - 
tant tree for lots of birds and insect 

My own favourite Je-* io, Lee, other than the 
Oak, is the 2%---- Chestuu..

In the pond the damselfly nymphs are crawling 
up the plant stems, having spent the last two years 
swimming and chasing and eating everything they 
can get hold of.

(literally) and will eat them given the. chance! 
Great Diving Beetles, Pondskaters, Water Boat- 
men, Whirligig Beetles, Water Measurers - the 
pond is alive with insect life. The smooth newts are 
laying their eggs, the Flag Iris and all the other 
plants around it are looking good.
